We do hereby, with the Advice of Dur P2ivy Council, Declare and Pub⸗ 
liſh the ſaid James Duke of Monmouth, and all his Complices, Adherents, 
Abettoꝛs, and Adviſers, Traptoꝛs and Nebells, Andd3Command and Ke- 
quire all Pur Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Sheriffs, Juſtices of 
the Peace, Mayo2s, Bayliffs, and all other Our Officers, Civil and Mi⸗ 
litary, to uſe their utmoſt endeavours to Seize and Appꝛehend the ſaid 
James Duke of Monmouth, Ford late Loꝛd Gray, and all their ſaid Confede⸗ 
rates and Adherents ; And all and every other Perſon and Perlons that 
ſhall be Aiding oꝛ Abetting the afozeſaid Traptoꝛs and Rebells 3 And the 
ſaid Perſons, and every of them to Secure until Our further Pleaſure be 
known, as they will Anſwer the contrary at their utmolt Peril. /
